DAVID  SYME 
CAPTURES  WESTON

Weston  auditorium  was 
overtaken  last  Thursday 
night  by  a  young- boy- man 
armed  with  classical  piano 
music  dangling  from  his  fin- 
gers and  an  honest  friendly 
boyish  charm  that  made  me 
feel  as  if  we  were  all  at 
a  very  pleasant  house  party. 

David  Syme  is  his  name 
and  at  24  years  old  he  may 
very  well  be  one  of  the 
brightest  new  discoveries  to 
happen  to  music  in  the  last 
ten  years.  Completely  with- 
out the  cultural  intimidation 
that  some  classical  music- 
ians possess,  Mr,  Syme  im- 
mediately made  it  known  to 
us  that  his  performance 
would  be  completely  spon- 
tanious  -  something  probably 
considered  unorthodox  in 
classical  piano  circles  and 
surprisingly,  this  proved  to 
be  pleasantly  effective.  Most 
people  then  just  sort  of 
slumped  in  their  chairs  re- 
laxing the  more  rigid  posi- 
tions they  had  earlier  held. 

Prior  to  each  piece, 
Mr.  Syme  announced  to  the 
audience  the  selection  he  had 
chosen  and  then  mixed  hu- 
horous  anecdotes  with  brief 
background.  At  one  point, 
when  he  discovered  he  was 
without  a  handkerchief,  he 
leaned  forward  and  asked 
a  lovely  young  lady  for  the 
use  of  hers;  I  think  I  de- 
tected a  swoon. 

Mr.  Syme  performed 
most  of  his  favorite  select- 
ions from  Chopin,  Liszt  and 
Beethoven.  The  music  he 
chose  was  an  exciting  com- 
bination of  medium  slow- 
somber  melody  interspersed 
with  extremely  fast,  rousing 
measures.  The  resulting 
feeling  was  the  one  you  get 
when  riding  a  horse  from  a 
trot  to  a  full  gallop  -  a 
soaring  feeling.  Mr.Syme's 


own  involvement  in  his  act 
was  also  part  of  the  excit- 
ment.  Often  he  was  rolling 
his  head  and  shoulders  while 
his  fingers  pounded  the  keys 
or  caressed  them  ever  so 
lightly.  After  each  applause, 
his  face  radiated  pride  and 
appreciation  for  his  audience 
as  though  he  were  saying, 
"Wow,  they  really  like  me! 
Thank  You!" 

Talking  with  David 
Syme  during  intermission 
was  as  enjoyable  as  listening 
to  his  music.  He  made  me 
feel  as  though  I  wasn't  bo- 
thering him,  a  nice  feeling 
to  have  you'll  agree.  He's 
been  playing  since  the  age 
of  3,  but  he  didn't  begin  to 
study  until  he  was  12,  so 
he  felt  a  little  short-changed 
as  far  as  the  pains  and 
pleasures  of  adolescence 
went,  but  he  took  2  years 
out  &8-20)  to  play  in  a 
rock  band.  This  may  ac- 
count for  a  few  other  facts, 
namely  his  brother  who  is 
presently  lead  guitar  player 
for  "Chairman  of  the  Board" 
and  David's  respect  and  ad- 
miration for  the  music  of 
Mick  Jagger  and  Company, 
"Jagger  has  so  much  soul 
that  when  he  sings,  you  feel 
it  coming  from  his  guts," 

As  far  as  the  classical 
spectrum  goes,  his  favorite 
pianists  are  his  own  teacher- 
world  reknowned  Jorge 
Bolet  -  whom  David  hails 
as  "the  world's  greatest  in- 
terpreter of  Liszt"  and 
Rubenstein,  another  fav- 
orite. 

For  amanof24,  Iasked 
him  if  there  had  been  any 
single  event  in  his  career 
that  he  considered  his  big- 
gest thrill,  his  reply,  "Just 
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by  James  Zambrano 


With  the  new  fall  sea- 
son already  two  months  old, 
there  is  already  talkof  drop- 
ping some  programs.  While 
America  may  be  able  to  live 
without  "Bob,  Ted,  Carol 
and  Alice,"  it  is  hard  to 
imagine  an  American  without 
"The  DickNixonShow."  For 
over  fifteen  years  Dick  has 
entertained  countless  mil- 
lions. But  unfortunately, 
when  the  ratings  hit  a  low 
of  twenty-five  even  Dick  has 
to  say  good  night.  If  Howdy 
Doody,  Mitch  Miller  and  Ed 
Sullivan  can  depart,  there's 
no  reason  why  Dick  can't 
follow. 

In  the  last  episode  of 
"The  Dick  Nixon  Show"  we 
can  sense  why  thenetworkis 
cancelling  the  show.  Where 
has  all.  the  charm  and  trust 
gone  which  made  Dick  lovdd 
by  countless  families?  At 
one  time  this  actor  could 
move  an  entire  nation  by 
appealing  to  a  humble  canine 
and  a  sympathetic  president, 
but  now?  Dick,  what  went 
wrong? 

Rather    than    knowing 


the  script  by  heart,  (since 
actually  the  plot  has  never 
changed  during  the  years), 
the  actor  resorts  to  reading 
the  script  almost  word  for 
word.  Even  his  personal 
appearance  has  declined.  In- 
stead of  seeing  a  well- 
groomed  gentleman,  the  au- 
dience now  must  view  a 
sweat-ridled  forehead  and 
a  bare  lapel.  (Dick,  how 
could  you  forget  the  Flag 
you've  worn  so  faithfullythe 
last  few  years?)  The  drive 
and  intensity  is  justnotthere 
anymore. 

The  setting  of  the  story 
has  also  lost  some  of  its 
gentle  charm.  Where  once 
obedient  pets,  Lincoln  sculp- 
tures and  family  portraits 
surrounded  the  actor,  now 
all  the  viewer  can  see  is 
gray  curtains.  The  well- 
known  "Honest  Dick"  look 
seems  to  have  disappeared 
as  well.  Quite  clearly,  the 
Nixon  charisma  has  deserted 
the  show,  with  the  viewer 
left  to  view  a  programwhich 
has  the  excitement  of  an 
eightly  year  old  man  devoid 
of  the  benefits  of  Geritol. 

The  plot  of  this  episode 
centers  around  a  national  ap- 
peal to  save  energy.   During 


the  course  of  the  show,  the 
President  tries  to  persuade 
the  American  public  that  by 
increasing  the  use  of  coal 
by  industry;  reducingairline 
flights;  a  fifteen  per  cent 
reduction  in  home  heating 
oil;  lowering  of  federal  fuel 
consumption;  an  increased 
building  program  of  power 
plants  by  the  Atomic  Ener- 
gy Commission;  andthe  low- 
ering of  the  speed  limit  to 
50  mph,  America  can  solve 
its  energy  crisis  and  at  the 
same  time  retrieve  America 
from  the  ashes  of  Water- 
gate. By  everyone  doing  his 
.share  in  conserving  energy, 
patriotism  and  the  ideals  of 
the  founding  fathers  would 
return  to  the  nation. 

After  this  initial  plot- 
ting, Dick  is  able  to  use 
his  acting  talents  to  get  to 
■  the  real  core  of  the  script. 
He  leaves  behind  the  energy 
of  the  nation  and  starts  to 
speak  of  the  continued  energy 
and  existence  of  the  Presi- 
dent. Dick  can  still  muster 
up  a  feeling  of  trust  be- 
tween himself  and  theview- 
er,  but  unfortunately  in  the 
closing  minutes  of  the  show 
a  misplaced  series  of 
smirks  by  the  actor  makes 


There  Is  A  Penal 
System  To  Be  Reformed

On  October  24,  25,  and  26  a  Community  Forum  on 
prisons  took  place  at  the  First  parish  church  in  Ashby, 
Massachusetts. 

The  question,  "Is  the  Penal  System  Reformable? 
was  discussed  Wednesday  evening  by  John  Boone,  former 
Commissioner  of  Massachusetts  Department  of  Correct- 
ions, Sheriff  John  Buckley  of  Middlesex  County,  and  other 
speakers  connected  with  the  mechanics  and  psychology  of 
prisons  and  prison  reform. 

Thursday  evening  a  group  of  prisoners,  a  psycholog- 
ist, and  a  community  volunteer  with  the  Peaceful  Movement 
Committee  spoke  on  the  topic  of  "Correction  and  Reform 
from  inside  the  Walls."  The  Peaceful  Movement  commit- 
tee Is  a  prisoners'  self-help  organization,  of  which  the 
prisoners  at  this  session,  are  directly  involved. 

I  attended  the  third  of  this  series,  entitled  "Lessons 
from  Walpole".  Among  the  speakers  were  Albert  Bigelow 
a  participant  In  the  Civilian  observer  program,  former 
Housing  Commissioner  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massach- 
usetts and  a  Navy  commander  In  World  warn,  and  William 
Boyce,  who  spent  twenty  years  of  his  life  in  prisons,  and  is 
now  a  full-time  counselor  at  Brook  House,  ahalf-way  house 
for  ex-convicts  In  the  south  end  of  Boston. 

Bigelow  was  one  of  a  large  number  of  citizens  who 
took  regular  shifts  In  the  "round-the-clock  effort  to  avert 
another  "Attica"  at  Walpole,  and  to  try  to  solve  some  of 
the    conflicts  among  prlsloners,  guards,  and  admlnlstrat-

Even  with  the  oc- 
casional high  points,  "The 
Dick  Nixon  Show"  has  to  un- 
fortunately end.  America 
will  have  to  find  another 
actor  to  play  the  President, 
since  clearly  poor  Dick  has 
lost  his  remaining  energy. 
Dick  should  give  up  show 
business  and  spend  his  re- 
maining time  shuting  off 
lights  and  keeping  the  ther- 
mostat down  to  68  degrees 
i  at  Key  Biscayne.

1.  pre-Hospital  Scre- 
ening: All  patients  who  would 
otherwise  go  directly  to 
Gardner  state  Hospital  for 
admission  will  be  seen  for 
pre-hospltal  screening  at 
the  Community  Treatment 
and  Rehabilitation  Program 
in  Fitchburg.  This  pertains 
to  the  hours  of  9  -  5,  Monday 
through  Friday.  Outside  of 
those  hours  thepresent pro- 
cedure remains,  although  an 
improved  mechanism  Is  be- 
ing developed.  The  objective 
of  pre-hospltal  screening 
Is  to  intercept  people  who  do 
not  require  hospitalization 
In  order  to  spare  them  the 
untoward  consequences  of 
hospitalization  and  to  either 
offer  them  or  refer  them  to 
alternative  treatment. 

2.  Day  Treatment: 
This  service  will  operate 
from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  five 
days  a  week  and  on  Satur- 
day morning.  For  people  In 
need  of  this  Intensive  and 
time-consuming  treatment, 
a  planned  program  will  be 
provided  Including  milieu 
therapy,  group  therapy,  oc- 
cupational therapy,  Individ- 
ual therapy,  family  therapy, 
and  vocational  and  recreat- 
ional therapy.  Many  of  the 
patients  treated  in  this  pro- 
gram would  otherwise  have

The  U.So  Civil  Ser- 
vice Commlslon  announ- 
ced today  the  filing  dead- 
lines for  1974  summer  Jobs 
with  Federal  agencies.  Those 
who  file  by  November  23  will 
be  tested  between  January 
5  and  26;  by  December  28, 
5  and  26;  by  December  28, 
between  February  2  and  16; 
and  by  January  25,  between 
February  23"  and"  March  9, 
at  locations  convenient  to 
them. 

The  commission  said 
the  earlier  astudentflles  and 
takes  the  test,  the  greater  the 
chances  for  employment. 
Each  summer  about  10,000 
positions  are  filled  from  a 
pool  of  more  than  100,000 
eligibles.  About  8,000  of 
these  are  clerical  jobs,  and 
approximately  2,000  are 
aides  in  engineering  and  sci- 
ence occupations. 

Complete  instructions 
for  filing  and  Information  on 
opportunities  available  are 
contained  in  CSC  announce- 
ment No.  414,  Summer  Jobs 
In  Federal  Agencies,  which 
may  be  obtained  from  Fed- 
eral Job  Information  Cen- 
ters, most  college  placement 
offices,  or  from  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  Wash- 
ington, D.C.    20415. 

Unlike  Its  practice  in 
past  years,  the  Commission 
will  not  automatically  send 
forms  to  those  who  qualified 
in  1973  but  who  may  wish  to 
remain  on  the  lists  for  con- 
sideration In  1974.  Those  who 
qualified  for  summer 
employment  In  1973  must 
update  their  applications  by 
submitting  a  form  enclosed 
in  the  announcement.  They 
are  not  required  to  repeat 
the  written  test. 

The  U.  S.  Postal  Ser- 
vice Is  not  participating  in 
the  summer  employment  ex- 
amination for  1974.  Inquir- 
ies regarding  summer  em- 
ployment with  the  Postal  ser- 
vice should  be  directed  to 
the  post  office  where  em- 
ployment is  desired. 


ABORTION: 

A  SECOND 

VIEW

We  are  all  entitled  to 
the  benefit  of  freedom  of 
choice.  In  an  article  en- 
titled "Abortion",  whichap- 
peared  in  the  last  edition 
of  the  Cycle,  this  basic  right 
was  challenged.  The  argu- 
ments against  abortion  were 
the  right  and  justifiable  ones. 
One  could  not  help  but  feel 
emotionally  swayed  after 
reading  the  piece.  The  ac- 
companying photograph  ac- 
complished exactly  what  it 
was  meant  to.  It  showed 
a  tragic  waste  of  life. 

The  stand  of  this 
second  article  on  the  sub- 
ject is  derived  from  a  pure- 
ly emotional  viewpoint. 
Granted,  the  laws  concern- 
ing abortion  are  not  perfect. 
But,  neither  are  any  other 
laws  perfect.  The  new  le- 
gality of  the  operation  has 
brought  with  it  much  abuse. 
Unfortunately,  freedom  and 
abuse  often  walk  hand  in 
hand. 

Abortion  must  never 
be  used  as  an  easy  way  out, 
a  method  of  "having  your 
cake  and  eating  it  too".  How- 
ever, there  are  a  few  sit- 
uations when  abortion  is  the 
only  answer,  where  there 
is    no    other    way   to  turn. 

Take,  for  example,  the 
unwed  mother.  She  is  faced 
with  but  four  choices:  (1) 
Marry  the  father.  In  many 
cases,  this  is  the  most  far 
from  perfect  solution.  The 
decision  to  marry  should  be 
arrived  at  after  the  care- 
ful     consideration      of  two 
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ors  which  kept  the  institution  and  the  state  corrections 
system  In  turmoil  and  which  led  to  the  dismissal  of  Cor- 
rections Commissioner  John  Boone." 

The  centraI,focus  of  this  session  was  the  dehuman- 
lzatlon  of  prisoners  at  Walpole,  and,  in  general,  of  all 
those  in  prisons.  Walpole,  it  was  found,  is  a  source  of 
violence  -  creating  violence.  Also,  the  convicts  are  dehu- 
manized repeatedly  after  they  are  released  from  prison. 
They  find  It  difficult  to  acquire  employment,  when  they  do, 
it  Is  for  inferior  wages  because  they  are  ex-cons.  They 
cannot,  among  other  things,  open  an  account  in  a  bank, 
register  a  car,  and  above  all  else  they  are  labelled  as 
ex-cons  for  the  rest  of  their  lives. 

It  was  agreed  that  there  Is  an  urgent  need  for  prison 
reform,  a  reformation  which  has  of  yet  been' overlooked 
and  underplayed.  The  corruption  In  the  prison  system  is 
proportional  to  the  misuse  of  taxpayers'  money. 


What  is  necessary  for  any  success  of  a  revolution 
for  penal  reform  is  accountability  of  (a)  the  lives  of  those 
the  prisons  contain,  and  (b)  the  tax  dollars  fed  Into  these 
institutions.  We,  the  citizens  are  responsible  for  the  mass 
corruption  taking  place  in  these  institutions  by  allowing  it 
to  continue  to  exist,  and  by  allowing  those  who  are  in  power 
(the  Governor  and  officials  accountable  for  reform)  to 
usurp  the  execution  of  their  responsibilities. 

The  prisons  have  become  fortresses  of  secretary 
(the  Observer  Committee  program  has  been  discontinued 
at  Walpole).  The  men  Imprisoned  have  lost  their  right 
freedom  as  a  penalty  for  whatever  wrong-doing  they  are 
guilty  -  what  else  must  they  lose  in  the  process.  The  ne- 
gative aspects  of  our  prisons  far  outweigh  those  that  are 
positive.  Instead  of  preparing  and  aiding  those  Imprison- 
ed to  become  productive  members  of  our  society,  we  con- 
tinue to  dehumanize  them  beyond  all  required  and  logical 
limits.  Obviously  our  present  penal  system  Is  not  ful- 
filling   the    criteria   of    the    purpose  of  such   a  system. 

Alternatives  to  our  present  system  must  be  Initiated 
immediately,  not  only  for  the  prisioners,  but  for  society. 
Fifteen  percent  of  those  contained,  must  be  contained  be- 
cause of  our  present  Inability  to  determine  what  else  can 
be  done  with  them.  The  remaining  eighty-five  percent 
must  be  guided  and  helped  to  become  working  members  of 
our  society,  either  through  half-way  houses  outside  of  the 
prison,  or  more  humane,  intelligent  methods  of  rehabilita- 
tion inside  the  prison.  There  exists  alternatives  that  are 
being  ignored  -  unjustifiably  so,  and  the  Immediacy  of  the 
problem  warrants  our  indignation  towards  those  who  are 
hindering  the  advancement  of  penal  reform,  ignoring  the 
problem  will  not  make  the  problem  dissolve  Into  extinct- 
ion. There  are  changes  to  be  made,  and  the  time  has  come 
to  make  them.

loving  people,  and  not  used 
as  a  auick  remedy  warding 
off  approaching  disaster.  (2) 
Keep  the  child  and  raise  it 
alone.  Is  this  fair  to  the 
child?  The  familial  norm 
in  our  society  is  both  mother 
and  father.  A  child  raised 
by  one  acting  as  both  par- 
ents suffers  from  a  distinct 
disadvantage  as  all,  or  at 
least  most,  of  his  peers 
benefit  from  the  care  and 
guidance  of  two  parents.  (3) 
Give  the  child  up  for  a- 
doption.  At  first  glance, 
this  appears  to  be  the  best 
solution,  and  in  many  cases 
it  is.  There  exists  many 
childless  couples  who  would 
gladly  take  these  children. 
But  how  many  more  illegit- 
imate children  are  conceived 
each  year,  than  there  are 
people  able  to  adopt  them? 
(4)  Finally,  there  is  abor- 
tion. It  is,  indeed,  the  term- 
ination of  a  human  life.  But 
in  many  cases,  is  this  not 
better  than  bringing  one 
more  unwanted  being  into  a 
world,  already  severely 
over  -  crowded,  where  ifs 
chances  for  happiness  are 
so  numbered,  even  before 
birth? 

The  second  argument 
is  the  instance  where  it  is 
definitely  proven,  through 
genetic  counselling,  that  the 
fetus  is  severely  deformed 
in  some  way.  Many  families 
can  not  cope  either  finan- 
cially, emotionally,  orprac- 


tically  with  the  burden  of 
a  child  who  is  gravely  ab- 
normal. I  do  not  call  for 
this  measure  to  be  taken  in 
all  cases,  only  in  those  where 
abortion  is  the  only  rational 
decision  to  be  made. 

Perhaps,  in  time,  ad- 
vances in  birth  control  will 
be  such  that  the  problem  of 
illegitimacy  will  be  easily 
controlled.  Pregnancy,  out- 
side the  bounds  of  marriage, 
will  always  exist  as  it  is 
a  problem  concerning  hu- 
mans, and  we  are  all  fall- 
ible. And  we  may  see  med- 
ical science  soadvancedthat 
genetic  diseases  will  not  only 
be  recognized buttreatedbe- 
fore  or  after  birth  success- 
fully. Until  this  time,  we 
must  all  work  to  improve 
and,  eventually,  conquer  the 
problems  that  exist.  Society 
must  recognize  the  difficul- 
ties associated  with  the  fetus 
and  the  mother,  and  deal  with 
them  immediately.  Until 
this  is  accomplished  abor- 
tion is,  unfortunately,  the 
answer  in  these  extreme 
cases.

Ifs  a  friendly  place 
with  concerned  staff  mem- 
bers sincerely  interested  In 
helping  restless  minds  find 
peace.  Whether  your  pro- 
blems are  personal,  acade- 
mic, mental,  or  whatever, 
someone  there  will  be  es- 
pecially trained  to  help  you. 
Mr.  Bryand  and  Mr. 
Tarazuk  will  assist  you  with 
vocational  matters  and  car- 
eer choices.  .  They  offer  a 
number  of  tests  including: 
career  development  tests, 
personal  interest  tests,  as 
well  as  Clep  and  Miller  An- 
alogies exams-  There  Is  al- 
so a  career  development  li- 
brary which  provides  infor- 
mation about  types  of  jobs 
available  to  students.  Some 
other  programs  available 
through  the  counseling  cen- 
ter are  geared  towards  Im- 
proving study  skills,  read- 
ing skills,  job  hunting  skills, 
and  interviewing  techniques. 
If  career  or  vocational 
concerns  are't  your  most 
pressing  problems,  but  you 
are  plagued  with  personal 
dilemmas  Dr.  Schendel  a 
clinical  Psychologist  would 
be  the  one  to  visit.  Dr.  sch- 
enkel  informed  me  In  an  in- 
terview that  increasing  num- 
bers of  students  are  seeking 
consultation  at  the  counsel- 
ing center,  that  the  problems 
they  are  experiencing  are 
"impressive  in  their  diver- 
sity". Some  students  visit 
the  counseling  center  as  a 
result  of  a  momentarycrlsis 
while  others  continue  coun- 
seling sessions  on  a  long- 
term  basis.  She  attributes 
their  turning  to  the  counse- 
ling center  instead  of  their 
peers  to  a  variety  of  rea- 
sons, the  most  important  be- 
ing that  they  realized  that 
their  peers  were  limited  and 
that  they  might  benefit  more 
from  someone  who  has  been 
trained  In  counseling.  Dr. 
Schenkel  believes  that  there 
Is  a  definite  need  for  the 
counseling  center  at  Fitch- 
burg  state  College  and  com- 
ments that  it  is  unfortunate 
that  more  individuals  don't 
cope  with  problems  as  they 
arise  Instead  of  waiting  for 
them  to  clear  up.  often  pro- 
blems become  progressive- 
ly worse  Instead  of  going 
away,  so  if  something  Is  bo- 
thering you,  don't  wait,  drop 
in  at  the  Counseling  Center. 

VASSAR 

TO  LIMIT 

ON-CAMPUS 

VEHICLES 

(CPS)  -  The  Board 
of  Trustees  at  Vassar  Col- 
lege has  agreed  to  consider 
plans  to  make  tjje  Vassar 
campus  an  area  of  "limited 
access"  to  vehicles.  The 
move  is  designed  to  In- 
crease on-campus  pedest- 
rian safety  and  preserve 
the  beauty  of  the  campus. 

Originally,  the  Master 
planning  Committee  of  the 
college  considered  a  plan  to 
make  vassar  an  "all-walk- 
ing campus."  However,  the 
Trustees  agreed  that  some 
vehicles  were  necessary  to 
the  functioning  of  the  col- 
lege. 

While  no  plan  has  yet 
been  formally  adopted,  the 
eventual  plan  will  probably 
include  a  ban  on  all  vehicles 
In  the  two  most  heavily 
travelled  areas  of  the  camp- 
us, and  a  limit  on  faculty 
parking  with  available  spa- 
ces awarded  by  lot  or  sen- 
iority. 

The  Trustees  were  a- 
waltlng  further  reaction 
from  student  and  faculty 
groups  before  deciding  on  a 
specific  ban  program. 
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Sorry.  The  only  per- 
fect guaranteed  means  of 
contraception  is  abstinance. 
Therefore,  a  few  words  a- 
bout  some  alternatives  may 
be  in  order.  (All  of  the  fol- 
lowing measures  presented 
here  are  advance  precau- 
tions. They  vary  widely  to 
the  degree  of  protecti  n  they 
afford,  but  any  is  better  than 
no  protection  at  all.) 
ORAL  CONTRACEPTIVES 

A  wide  spectrum  of 
hormonal  drugs  has  been  de- 
veloped in  recent  years  with 
the  aim  of  reducing  the  inci- 
dence of  pregnancy  through 
oral  medication  (pills).  Since 
1960,  as  knowledge  has  in- 
creased and  case  records 
multiplied,  these  reports 
have  multiplied,  these  re- 
ports have  achieved  a  very 
high  level  of  effectiveness 
and  safety.  All  of  these  are 
basically  similar  in  compos- 
ition, with  only  small  diff- 
erences in  the  quality  and 
quantity  of  hormonal  con- 
tent. Through  the  years  the 
trend  has  been  to  a  gradual 
lowering  of  the  hormonal 
content  in  order  to  reduce 
the  side  effects  even  more, 
of  two  hormones,  progester- 
one and  estrogen,  to  inhibit 
ovulation  and  provoke  "with- 
drawal" uterine  bleeding  at 
the  end  of  each  cycle.  It  is 
thought  that  these  hormones 
also  provide  additional  pro- 
tection by  creating  a  vagin- 
al environment  that  is  hos- 
tile to  the  sperm  and  a  u- 
terine  environment  which 
tends  to  disfavor  implanta- 
tion. 

The  effectiveness  of  the 
pill  is  largely  dependent  upon 
its  methodical  daily  use.  E- 
ven  under  conditions  of  pre- 
cise dosage,  however,  its 
protection  is  somewhat  less 
than  100%.  Irregular  dosage 
will  certainly  reduce  this 
figure  still  further. 

Oral  contraceptives, 
like  all  potent  drugs,  have 
some  side  effects.  A  few 
women  experience  unplea- 
sant side  effects  from  the 
pill  which  are  not  danger- 
ous and  are  not  likely  to 
impair  their  health.  Some 
of  these  side  effects  are 
similar  to  symptons  women 
experience  in  early  preg- 
nancy and  may  be  tempor- 
ary. Your  breasts  may  feel 
tender,  nausea  and  vomiting 
may  occur,  and  you  may  gain 
or  lose  weight.  A  spotty  dar- 
kening of  the  skin,  particu- 
larly the  face,  is  possible 
and  may  persist.  You  may 
notice  unexpected  vaginal 
bleeding  or  discharge  or 
changes  in  your  menstrual 
period.  These  should  be  re- 
ported to  your  physician  if 
they  persist. 

Some  of  the  pleasant 
effects  of  the  pill  is  that 
many  women  find  that  their 
periods  are  regulated  and 
that  the  flow  during  the  per- 
iod is  decreased.  Menstrual 
cramps  are  often  eliminated. 
Women  know  exactly  when  to 
expect  their  next  period  with 
the  pill.  Also  the  pill  is  one 
of  the  two  devices  (the  other 
being  the  I.U.D.)  that  does 
not  interfere  with  the  spon- 
taneity   of   the    sexual   act. 

There  is  no  proof  at 
the  present  time  that  oral 
contraceptives  can  cause 
cancer  in  humans.  However, 
the  possibility  that  they  may 
continue  to  be  studied  based 
on  observations  that  large 
doses  of  female  sex  hor- 
mones have  produced  can- 
cer in  some  experimental 
animals.  If  you  have  or  have 
had  a  health  problem,  such 
as  migraine,  mental  de- 
pression, fibroids  of  the  u- 
terus,  heart  or  kidney  dis- 
ease, asthma,  high  blood 
pressure,   diabetes,   or  ep- 


ilepsy, inform  your  physi- 
cian. He  may  wish  to  make 
sure  that  it  is  suitable  to 
take  the  pill  by  doing  spec- 
ial tests  if  necessary.  All 
these  conditions  may  be  made 
worse  by  the  use  of  the 
pill.  There  are  some  wo- 
men, in  addition  to  those 
with  blood  clotting  disor- 
ders, who  should  not  use 
the  pill.  These  women  in- 
clude those  who  have  had 
cancer  of  the  breast  or 
womb,  serious  liver  con- 
ditions, or  undiagnosed  va- 
ginal bleeding  when  cancer 
has  not  been  ruled  out.  It 
is  comforting  to  know  that, 
in  such  cases,  your  doctor 
can  recommend  other  me- 
thods of  birth  control.  2 

The  pill  is  prescrib- 
ed by  a  doctor  after  he/she 
has  given  you  a  pelvic  ex- 
am and  a  Pap  smear.  A 
family  history  is  also  re- 
corded. The  pills  cost  a- 
bout  $1 .75  per  month  (in 
some  places  they  may  cost 
more)  and  the  prescription 
usually  lasts  for  a  year  af- 
ter which  time  you  must 
return  for  another  check- 
up, (you  should  not  attempt 
to  take  anyone  else's  pills 
since  physicians  prescribe 
pills  according  to  each  in- 
dividualized female's  needs. 
By  taking  a  friend's,  you 
may  end  up  hurting  your- 
self.) 

Complete  and  explicit 
instructions  accompany  ev- 
ery brand  of  pill  (most  com- 
monly used  are  Ortho-No- 
vum,  Ovral,  Ovulen,  Nori- 
nyl,  Demulen,  and  Norles- 
trin).  It  is  recommendedthat 
intercourse  be  avoided  or 
another  contraceptive  me- 
thod used  for  the  first  se- 
ven days  for  the  first  pill 
cycle,  since  it  is  possible 
that  ovulation  could  occur 
before  the  pill  has  its  full 
effect.  The  pill  is  taken  each 
day  at  approximately  the 
same  time  for  20  or  21  days 
(depending  on  the  brand).  The 
pills  are  stopped  with  the 
package  is  empty,  and  men- 
struation should  begin  with- 
in two  or  three  days.  One 
should  start  the  next  cycle 
of  pills  one  week  after  the 
last  pill  of  the  previous  cy- 
cle. Thus  with  21  pills,  if 
you  started  your  pills  on  a 
Thursday,  you  would  finish 
them  on  a  Wednesday  and 
start  them  again  one  week 
later  on  the  following  Thurs- 
day. If  you  should  forget  one 
pill,  it  should  be  taken  as  soon 
as  it  is  remembered.  The 
next  pill  should  be  taken  at 
the  regular  time  and  the  pills 
continued  for  the  rest  of  the 
cycle.  However,  if  one  miss- 
es two  pills,  the  missedpills 
should  be  taken  for  the  rest 
of  the  cycle,  but  another  me- 
thod of  contraception  should 
be  used  for  the  rest  of  the 
cycle.  When  the  use  of  the 
pills  is  stopped,  the  next 
period  may  be  delayed  a 
week  or  two,  or  missed  al- 
together. As  soon  as  the 
pills  are  stopped,  one  is 
potentially    fertile  again.   3 

There  seems  little 
room  to  doubt  that  the  risk 
of  the  pill  is  far  outweighed 
by  the  risk  of  unwantedpreg- 
nancy.

(CPS)  -  Last  January's  Supreme  Court  decision  legal- 
izing abortion  is  being  severly  threatened  by  anti-abortion 
legislative  actions  across  the  country. 

Far  from  settling  the  issue,  the  Supreme  Court's 
sweeping  affirmation  of  a  woman's  right  to  privacy  and 
consequently  the  right  to  abortion  under  the  Ninth  and 
Fourteenth  Amendments  set  off  a  wave  of  anti-abortion 
reaction. 

Although  the  Supreme  Court  decision  can  only  be 
overthrown  by  constitutional  amendment  the  availability  of 
abortion  has  already  been  greatly  reduced  via  bills  and 
amendments  passed  by  Congress. 

In  addition,  approximately  ten  percent  of  the  US 
Congresspeople  (some  43  of  the  435  members  are  spon- 
soring some  form  of  anti-abortion  legislation. 

Three  distinct  types  of  constitutional  amendments 
have  been  proposed  to  Congress  in  at  least  21  separate 
bills,  including  one  sponsored  by  seven  senators. 

To  date  at  least  188  anti-abortion  bills  have  been 
Introduced  in  41  states. 

Several  states  have  enacted  or  retained  clearly  un- 
constitutional abortion  laws. 

Establishing  the  fetus  as  a  person  with  full  legal 
rights  has  become  the  rallying  point  of  the  "right  to  life" 
groups  spearheading  the  drive  for  an  anti- abortion  consti- 
tutional amendment. 

It  has  been  charged  that  the  anti-abortion  campaign 
is  really  an  attempt  to  impose  one  religion's  beliefs  on 
all.  The  Catholic  Church  has  substantially  funded  the  Na- 
tional Right  to  Life  Committee  (NRLC),  which  has  an 
overwhelmlneLv  Catholic  membership.  NRLC  however  de- 
nies any  religious  motivation,  and  states  its  only  concern 
is  "the  sanctity  of  all  life". 

According  to  Supreme  Court  rulings  the  word  "person" 
as  used  in  the  Fourteenth  Amendment's  stricture  against 
depriving  any  person  of  life  without  due  process  of  law 
".  .  .  does  not  include  the  unborn",  and  "the  Court  does  not 
postulate  the  existence  of  a  new  being  with  federal  con- 
stitutional rights  at  any  time  during  gestation." 

Yet  the  issue  of  a  woman's  right  to  abortion  remains 
tied  to  that  of  fetal  rights. 

Despite  contentions  that  the  federal  government  has 
no  right  to  legislate  control  over  women's  bodies,  several 
major  attempts  are  underway. 

A  "right-to-life"  constitutional  amendment  (H.J,  Res. 
261)  sponsored  by  Rep,  Larry  Hogan  (D-Md.),  seeks  to  in- 
sure that  due  process  and  equal  protection  are  offered  to 
an  individual  "from  the  moment  of  conception". 

Hogan  has  introduced  a  "discharge  petition"  which 
would  place  his  proposed  amendment  without  committee  re- 
view directly  on  the  House  floor,  where  it  would  take 
priority  over  all  other  business.  The  petition  requires  the 
signatures  of  more  than  half  the  House. 

Senator  James  Buckley  (Con.  -  NY)  has  proposed  a 
constitutional  amendment  (S.J.  Res.  119)  that  says  the  word 
"person"  as  used  in  the  Fifth  and  Fourteenth  Amendments 
shall  apply  to  all  human  beings  "including  their  unborn 
offspring  at  every  stage  of  their  biological  development." 

The  Buckley  amendment  is  co-sponsored  by  Senators 
Mark  Hatfield  (R  -  Ore,),  Dewey  Bartlett  (R-OK),  Wallace 
Bennett  (R-  Utah),  Carl  Curtis  (R-NebJ,  Milton  Young 
(R-  ND),  Harold  Hughes  (D-Iowa),  and  James  Eastland 
(D-Miss.). 

The  NRLC  is  displeased  with  the  Buckley  amendment 
because  it  makes  provision  for  abortion  when  "continuation 
of   the   pregnancy  will   cause  the  death  of  the  mother". 

The  third  type  of  proposed  amendment  is  exemplified 
by  H.J.  Res.  468,  sponsored  by  Virginian  Rep.  G,  William 
Whitehurst,  which  states  that  nothing  in  the  Constitution 
shall  bar  any  state  "from  allowing,  regulating,  or  pro- 
hibiting the  practice  of  abortion," 

More  than  19  bills  in  the  House  call  for  either  the 
"states  rights"  or  the  "right  to  life"  type  of  amendment, 
with  a  total  of  36  sponsors. 

Whether  advocates  of  Hogan's  right  to  life  amend- 
ment would  compromise  by  supporting  the  "states  rights" 
amendment  is  unknown.  If  a  compromise  were  reached 
the  decision  would  soon  sit  in  the  laps  of  50  state  legis- 
latures. 

In  the  meantime  other  legislative  moves  to  limit 
abortion  continue. 

The  Health  Programs  Extension  Act,  which  contains 
the  Church  amendment  is  now  law.  It  provides  that  any 
hospital  or  health  care  facility  can  refuse  to  perform  abor- 
tions or  sterilizations  if  these  procedures  are  against  the 
religious   beliefs   of  medical  or  administrative  personnel. 

An  amendment  to  the  Legal  Services  Corporation  bill 
essentially  prohibits  legal  aid  lawyers  from  representing 
a  woman  suing  a  hospital  for  refusing  a  nontherapudic 
abortion  and  denies  the  poor  the  right  to  even  hear  their 
case  for  obtaining  an  abortion  In  court.  It  was  overwhelm- 
ingly passed  by  the  House  and  awaits  action  by  the  State. 

Many  other  bills  to  limit  abortion  have  been  proposed 
including  one  to  amend  the  Social  Security  Act  to  prohibit 
Medicaid  payments  for  abortions  except  in  cases  of  medi- 
cal necessity. 

Despite  findings  of  a  Harris  poll  in  April  1973  that 
showed  more  than  52%  of  all  US  citizens  favor  the  Supreme 
Court  decision  on  making  abortions  legal  in  the  first  three 
months  of  pregnancy  anti-abortion  bills  continue  to  prolif- 
erate. "Right-to-life"  lobbyists  are  applying  enormous 
pressure  on  state  and  federal  legislators.  The  strength  of 
the  anti-abortion  movement  has  been  partly  attributed  to 
the  failure  of  pro-abortion  forces  to  continue  lobbying  after 
last  January's  Supreme  Court  ruling  in  the  false  belief  that 
the  battle  was  won.

Washington,  D.C.  November  12.  The  National  Student 
Lobby  has  announced  the  distribution  of  a  National  Student 
Opinion  poll  to  2,000  student  newspapers  on  (1)  whether  or 
not  presfdent  Nixon  should  be  impeached,  and  (2)  whether 
president  Nixon  or  the  Court  should  appoint  and  control  a 
Special  Watergate  prosecutor. 

"The  poll  will  be  a  barometer  of  current  student 
opinion,"  said  Willis  Edwards,  Chairperson  of  NSL's  Board 
of  Directors  and  former  student  body  president  at  California 
State  University  at  Los  Angeles.  "During  this  time  of  con- 
stitutional crisis,  Congress  needs  accurate  data  on  the  views 
of  students  and  non-students  alike.  Many  student  newspapers 
have  already  run  polls  of  student  opinion  and  these  need  to 
be  totaled  and  presented  to  Congress." 

The  poll  also  asks  the  question  whether  the  National 
Student  Lobby's  role  should  involve  active  lobbying  based 
on  the  results  of  the  poll,  or  remain  as  an  Information 
clearinghouse    for    students    from    across    the    country. 

Until  this  time,  NSL  has  been  a  clearinghouse  of  infor- 
mation for  hundreds  of  calls,  and  for  students  who  have  been 
In  Washington,  m  the  past  three  weeks  several  hundred 
students  have  come  to  Washington  to  talk  about  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Watergate  special  prosecutor  and  continued  invest- 
igation of  possible  impeachment  proceedings.  There  have 
been  large  number  of  law  students  involved,  including  law 
students  from  Boston  University,  Catholic  University.  Uni- 
versity of  California,  Berkeley,  Georgetown  University, 
George  Washington  University,  Harvard  University,  New 
York  University,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  St.  John's 
University,  Tulane  University,  University  of  Pittsburgh, 
University  of  Virginia,  American  University,  Columbia 
University,  Yale  University  and  other  schools. 

In  the  week  of  November  10  through  17  a  loosely 
coordinated  set  of  "Hometown  Actions"  are  being  spon- 
sored by  a  large  number  of  groups,  both  national  and 
local,  which  have  been  brought  together  on  an  ad  hoc 
basis.  These  actions  will  include  town  meetings  and 
public  hearings  on  the  question  of  impeachment,  and  will 
involve  campus,  labor,  church  and  citizen's  organizations. 

As  a  clearinghouse,  NSL  Is  distributing  Information 
assembled  by  a  number  of  groups,  including  the  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union,  the  House  of  Representatives  Com- 
mittee on  judiciary,  and  the  American  Bar  Association  and 
the  AFL-CIO.  Also  available  are  copies  of  House  Resol- 
utions on  impeachment,  including  a  model  impeachment 
bill  drafted  by  law  students  at  Yale  Law  School.  Copies  of 
these  materials,  along  with  up  to  date  Information  on  Con- 
gressional actions  and  the  activities  of  many  impeachment-

Call  For  Nixon 

Impeachment 

(CPS)  -  Over  two  hun- 
dred political  scientists  from 
major  universities,  including 
former  presidents  of  the  A- 
merican  political  Science 
Association  and  regional  po- 
litical science  associations, 
have  announced  the  formation 
of  "political  Scientists  for 
Impeachment". 

Citing  Mr.  Nixon's  in- 
itial refusal  and  belatedcom- 
pllance  with  the  order  of  the 
US  Court  of  Appeals  to  re- 
lease the  tapes,  the  group 
accused  the  president  of  a 
"contempt  for  law  and  the 
administration  of  justice  un- 
known since  the  founding  of 
our  republic". 

m  a  statement  calling 
for  impeachment  they  said: 
"The  nation  is  confronted 
with  a  constitutional  an'd 
moral  crisis  of  unpreceden- 
ted proportions.  As  profess- 
ional political  scientists  we 
believe  that  the  best  way  to 
resolve  this  crisis  is  through 
impeachment  of  the  pres- 
ident of  the   United  states. 

"Impeachment  Is  e- 
quivalent  to  indictment;  it  is 
not  conviction.  It  is  a  find- 
ing of  sufficient  evidence  of 
improper  conduct  to  bring  a 
public  official  to  trial.  Im- 
peachment is  a  constitution- 
al process  that  can  restore 
confidence.  It  should  not  be 
viewed  as  an  event  that  shat- 
ters the  system,  it  is  a 
means  of  demonstrating  that 
In  spite  of  public  vilification, 
Richard  m.  Nixon  can  be 
found  Innocent,  If  he  is  In- 
deed innocent. 

"As  political  sci- 
entists, it  is  our  measured 
opinion  that  the  proper  re- 
course Is  impeachment. 
Failure  of  the  House  of  Re- 
presentatives to  bring  im- 
peachment proceedings  will 
deepen  the  crisis  of  confi- 
dence   that  already  exists." 


DRINAN 
SPEAKS  OUT  ON

"It  is  appalling  to  talk 
to  Members  of  Congress  who 
will  concede  that  if  Presi- 
dent Nixon  had  defied  the 
order  of  the  court  and  not 
surrendered  the  tapes  they 
would  have  voted  for  im- 
peachment, but  who  see  no 
impeachable  offences  in  the 
four  and  a  half  years  during 
which  Mr.  Nixon  violated  the 
rules  of  war  as  set  forth 
in  the  Geneva  Convention, 
trampled  upon  the  right  of 
the  people  of  America  by 
impounding  at  least  12  bil- 
lion dollars  of  authorized  and 
appropriated  money,  and 
committed  many  other  sim- 
ilar offences  against  the  laws 
of  the  U.  S.  and  the  moral 
law  of  all  humanity,"  the 
Congressman  said. 

Drinan  described  the 
atmosphere  in  Washington 
today  as  obsessed  with  the 
expectation  that  the  incred- 
ible series  of  recent  events 
will  somehow  suddenly  re- 
veal President  Nixon  as  a 
common  criminal.  He  urged 
his  audience  to  consider  im- 
peachment "not  a  process

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MARATHON  INTERCOLLEGIATE  SESSION 
"GOOD  TURNOUT"  TO  IMPEACH  NIXON

Nick  Apostola,  President  of  the  UMass  Student  Govern- 
ment Association,  and  moderator  at  Saturday's  second  re- 
gional meeting  intwoweeksofthe  newly-formed  New  England 
Student  Conference  for  Impeachment  of  President  Nixon, 
described  the  meeting  as,  "a  pretty  good  turnout  of  35 
schools.  It's  a  good  beginning." 

In  a  marathon  five-hour  session  in  the  Campus  Center 
Auditorium,  student  government  and  newspaper  representa- 
tives drew  up  an  impeachment  resolution  and  created  plans 
to  begin  an  eastern  seaboard  impeachment  drive.  Speeches 
were  also  made  and  workshops  were  held  to  acquaint  stu- 
dents with  organizational  techniques. 

Although  most  schools  were  not  informed  of  the  Con- 
ference until  late  last  week,  about  70  students  from  35 
schools  were  able  to  attend.  Eighty  schools  had  been  contact- 
ed by  letter  during  the  week.  Some  of  the  colleges  that  were 
represented  include:  UMass,  Smith,  Hampshire,  Amherst, 
Yale,  Mt.  Holyoke,  Boston  College,  Boston  University,  North- 
easter, Queens,  Trinity,  Wesleyan,  Middlebury,  Windham, 
UMass- Boston,  Rhode  Island  Jr.  College,  Johnson  and  Wales, 
University  of  Vermont,  American  In  ternational  College,  and 
Barrington. 

Representatives  from  Common  Cause,  a  grassroot 
organization  petitioning  for  campaign  contribution  reforms 
were  present  to  show  their  support.  Norma  Belt,  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union  Director  of  the  Impeachment  Campaign 
in  Massachusetts,  counseled  students  on  mobilization  tac- 
tics. 

The  Conference  began  at  1  p.m.  with  an  introductory 
speech  and  reading  of  the  impeachment  resolutions  by  Nick 
Apostola. 

He  said,  "The  puspose  of  this  meeting  is  to  formulate 
plans  for  November  10th  through  the  17th.  We  want  to  force 
congressmen  to  respond  to  the  grassroots  outcry  against 
president  Nixon." 

Apostola  presented  the  five  impeachment  resolutions 
which  were  adopted  by  the  Conference  after  an  hour-long 
debate  over  amendments.  The  resolutions  include: 

RESOLVED:  That  we,  the  New  England  Student  Con- 
ference for  Impeachment  call  for  the  impeachment  of  Pres- 
ident Richard  M.  Nixon  for  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors 
against  the  American  people. 

RESOLVED:  That  we,  the  New  England  Student  Con- 
ference for  Impeachment  demand  that  new  presidential  and 
vice  presidential  elections  be  called  following  the  impeach- 
ment and  conviction  of  Richard  M.  Nixon. 

RESOLVED:  That  we,  the  New  England  Student  Con- 
ference for  Impeachment  call  for  the  Congress  to  appoint 
an  independent  special  prosecutor  for  the  Watergate  affair 
and  related  crimes. 

RESOLVED:  That  we,  the  New  England  Student  Con- 
ference for  Impeachment  demand  that  the  confirmation  of 
any  person  for  the  offices  of  the  vice  presidency  or  attor- 
ney general  be  delayed  until  such  time  as  impeachment  pro- 
ceedings have  been  implemented  and  the  President  has  been 
tried  by  the  Senate. 

RESOLVED:  That  we,  the  New  England  Conference  for 
Impeachment  demand  that  together  with  its  investigation  of 
the  Watergate  affair  and  related  crimes,  the  Congress  in- 
clude the  following  within  the  impeachment  proceedings: 

-  the  ITT  scandal 

-  the  misspending  of  campaign  funds. 

-  the  illegal  bombings  of  Southeast  Asia  and  other 
war  crimes 

-  the  military  take-over  of  the  Allende  government 
in  Chile 

-  the  establishment  of  a  secret  police  force  for  five 
days  in  1970 

-  the  harassment  and  imprisonment  of  political  diss- 
entors  # 

Copies  of  these  resolutions  will  be  sent  to  some  eighty 
New  England  Colleges. 

The  four  guest  speakers  expressed  a  common  feeling 


NSA  President 
Charges  Nixon  With 
Mental  Instability 

(CPS)  -  Responding  to  a  "flood  of  phone  calls" 
from  hundreds  of  campuses,  National  Student  Associa- 
tion President  Larry  Friedman  called  for  the  resigna- 
tion of  President  Richard  M.  Nixon  on  the  grounds  of 
"moral  bankruptcy  and  mental  instability." 

Friedman  noted  that  while  some  inquiries  dealt  with 
the  practical  matters  a  "surprising  majority"  asked  about 
the  rationality  of  the  nation's  chief  executive. 

According  to  the  student  leader,  there  is  ample,  in- 
deed overwhelming,  moral  and  legal  basis  for  a  resigna- 
tion. "It  is  a  bitter  irony  that  this  administration  was  el- 
ected on  a  platform  calling  for  respect  for  law  and  its 
first  chief  law  enforcement  officer,  John  Mitchell,  is  now 
under  multiple  felony  indictment.  Mitchell's  three  succes- 
sors have  also  been  forced  to  resign:  Mr.  Kleindienst  for 
what  he  did,  and  Mr.  Richardson  and  Mr,  Ruckelshaus  for 
what  they  would  not  do,"  Friedman  said. 

Citing  the  events  of  last  weekend  as  "overwhelming 
evidence  not  only  of  defiance  of  the  law,  but  of  mental  in- 
stability as  well,"  Friedman  said,  "There  has  been  little 
doubt  until  now  about  the  skill  and  intelligence  of  Nixon 
the  politician.  But  the  desperation  of  the  acts  of  last 
weekend  and  the  predictable  outrage  of  the  American  people 
leads  one  to  question  the  decision-making  ability  of  this 
once-rational  man." 

He  added,  "The  most  powerful  nation  inthe world  dare 
not  continue  to  trust  Us  leadership  to  a  chief  executive  who 
acts  in  such  a  peculiar,  if  not  psychologically  questionable, 
manner."  Friedman  speculated  that  the  inexorable  course 
of  the  Watergate  investigation  coupled  with  the  strain  of  the 
Middle  East  war,  the  energy  crisis,  inflation  and  other  na- 
tional problems,  had  unbalanced  the  President. 


that  students  must  band  together  with  all  groups  of  Ameri- 
cans to  urge  Impeachment. 

According  to  Larry  Magid,  director  of  the  Student 
Center  for  Educational  Research  at  UMass,  the  Confer- 
ence represents  an  "opportunity  for  the  student  move- 
ment to  reach  out  to  the  American  people." 

He  said,  "Whether  Nixon  is  impeached  or  not  is  not 
the  crucial  issue.  The  issue  is  to  let  the  American  people 
understand  what's  going  on  and  to  realize  their  oppression." 
Nesta  King,  Chairwoman  of  the  Florida  State  Comm- 
ittee to  Impeach  Nixon,  felt  that  her  presence  at  the  Con- 
ference "proves  this  is  a  national  movement." 

She  added,  "This  is  a  revitalization  of  the  student 
movement.  We  know  how  Americans  feel.  This  is  not  a 
sophisticated,  large-city  movement  by  any  means." 

She  said  that  she  had  received  encouraging  responses 
from  schools  in  Iowa,  Idaho,  Colorado,  and  Kansas, 

Ron  Rosenblith  urged  students  to  circulate  the  Com- 
mon Cause  petitions  which  call  for  the  reform  of  campaign  el- 
ection laws. 

He  said,  "You  can't  talk  just  about  impeachment.  You 
haven't  won  until  you've  changed  the  whole  system,  including 
the  laws," 

Doug  Phelps,  a  Harvard  law  student,  stressed  con- 
centration on  local  activities  involving  all  groups  of  peo- 
ple-students, religious  groups,  civic  groups,  and  business 
groups. 

He  felt  the  campaign  to  impeach  should  focus  on 
two  issues:  1.-  to  pressure  Congress  to  demonstrate  the 
feeling  that  Nixon  should  be  impeached;  and  2.-  to  keep 
tne  pressure  on  even  if  Congress  doesn't  respond. 

He  also  suggested  a  national  moratorium  to  be  held 
on  February  18,  Washington's  birthday. 

He  explained,  "A  moratorium  on  this  day  would  drama- 
tize the  contrast  between  everything  Washington  stood  for 
with  everything  Nixon  stands  for.  For  example,  Washington 
never  told  a  lie,  and  Nixon  never  tells  the  truth." 

Phelps*  suggestion  was  met  with  enthusiasm,  although 
some  students  questioned  the  validity  of  holding  a  morator- 
ium on  a  holiday.  Many  felt  that  since  a  moratorium  inclu- 
ded work  stoppage,  the  moratorium  would  lose  its  effect- 
iveness if  held  on  a  day  no  one  works. 

The  suggestion  was  tabled  to  be  discussed  at  the  next 
meeting. 

At  3  p.m.,  three  workshops  were  held.  Two  hours 
later,  reports  were  issued  by  the  spokesman  of  each 
group. 

Mike  Silard,  a  student  at  Hampshire  College,  report- 
ed his  committee's  suggestions  on  how  to  bring  a  con- 
gressman home. 

He  said,  "Contact  local  political,  business,  religious, 
and  civic  groups  for  their  support.  Set  up  a  meeting  in  the 
form  of  a  hearing  which  citizens  would  testify  their  cases 
against  the  president  before  the  congressman." 

Mimi  Beit,  also  from  Hampshire,  described  different 
petitioning  techniques.  She  said,  "Personal  letters  and 
mailgrams  are  the  best  way  to  push.  Hit  the  shopping  cen- 
ters with  petitions." 

She  added  that  postcard  campaigns  can  also  be  effec- 
tive. 

Norma  Beit  of  ACLU  suggested  that,  "Students  assess 
the  most  effective  way  of  getting  the  most  signatures  in  a 
community.  Do  most  petitioning  off-campus." 

She  recommended  a  door-to-door  campaign  in  small- 
er communities. 

Garth  Miano,  a  student  at  Queens  College,  announced 
a  city-wide  demonstration  which  is  to  be  held  in  New  York 
City  on  November  10.  He  urged  all  present  to  attend,  and 
suggested  that  rallys  and  demonstrations  be  held  throughout 
New  England  on  a  more  local  level. 

At  R  n  m_  an  exhausted  conference  voted  to  hold  a 
follow-up  conference  at  UMass  on  Saturday,  December  1. 
Progress  reports  will  be  given  at  this  time,  and  plans  for 
the  moratorium  will  be  discussed.

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  men 
and  women  are  created  equal,  that  they  are  endowed  by  their 
Creator  with  certain  inalienable  rights,  that  among  these  are 
life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.

The  history  of  this  president  of  the  United  states, 
Richard  Mllhouse  Nixon,  Is  a  history  of  repeated  injuries' 
and  usurpations,  all  having  In  direct  object  the  establish- 
ment of  absolute  tyranny  over  these  states. 

To  prove  this  let  the  facts  be  submitted  to  a  candid 
•»orld.  *He  has  conspired  with  others  to  manipulate  the

^'7,  sabotaee  against  the  campaigns  of  the  opposition 
candidates.  *He  has  systematically  obstructed  the  admln- 
istration  of  justice  by  attempting  to  bridge  the  Federal 
Judge  in  the  pentagon  papers  trial,  and  by  attempting  to 
cover  up  Watergate  revelations  and  related  espionage, 
and  sabotage.  *He  has  violated  Article  1,  section  1,  clause 
1  of  the  constitution  (which  delegates  "all"  legislative  po- 
wers to  the  Congress)  by  impounding  over  $40  billion  in 
funds  allocated  by  the  congress  of  the  United  States.  *He 
has  violated  Article  1,  section  8,  clause  2  of  the  Constit- 
ution (which  empowers  Congress  to  declare  war)  by  con- 
ducting military  operations  In  southeast  Asia  without  Con- 
gressional authorization.  *He  has  violated  Article  n, 
Section  2,  clause  2  of  the  Constitution  (which  provides 
that  all  treaties  negotiated  by  the  president  must  be 
concurred  by  the  senate)  by  substituting  Executive  agree- 
ments for  treaties.  *He  has  violated  the  First  Article  of 
the  Bill  of  Rights  (which  guarantees  the  right  of  freedom 
of  speech,  religion  and  press)  by  authorising  surveillance 
activity  on  private  citizens  suspected  of  disagreeing  with 
official  Administration  policy,  and  by  mounting  a  cam- 
paign of  systematic  harrassment  and  Intimidation  against 
the  free  press.  *He  has  violated  the  Fourth  Article  of  the 
Bill  of  Rights  (guaranteeing  citizens  protection  against 
unreasonable  search  and  seizure)  by  engaging  in  wide- 
spread wiretapping  without  obtaining  warrants  of  auth- 
orization from  the  courts,  by  burglarizing  the  homes 
and  offices  of  American  citizens,  and  by  supporting  no- 
knock  legislation.  *He  has  violated  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciple in  a  free  and  democratic  society  of  the  people's 
right  to  know  by  cloaking  his  administration  in  official 
secrecy  through  arbitrary  use  of  "classification  proced- 
ures" and  by  claiming  "executive  privilege"  in  order  to 
withhold  vital  Information  from  Congress.  *He  has  violated 
his  sacred  responsibility  to  serve  the  interests  of  all  the 
American  people  by  conspiring  with  dozens  of  American 
Corporations  and  wealthy  individuals  to  secure  over  $10 
million  in  secret  campaign  funds  In  return  for  special 
favors  and  privileged  treatment,  in  these  particulars 
and  in  his  arrogant  usurpation  of  power  he  has  violated 
his  oath  of  office  by  failing  to  preserve,  protect  and 
defend  the  Consitution  of  the  United  States. 

In  every  stage  of  these  oppressions  we  have  petit- 
ioned for  redress  in  the  most  humble  terms:  our  repea- 
ted petitions  have  been  answered  only  by  repeated  injury 
A  president  whose  character  is  thus  marked  by  every  ac;

Therefore,  we  the  people  of  the  United 
States  call  for  the  impeachment  of  the  president  of  the 
United  states  and  the  resignation  of  the  officials  of  his 
administration  for  criminal  activities  and  unconstitution- 
al seizure  of  power,  we  call  on  congress  to  pass  new 
laws  to  dismantle  the  concentrated  form  of  presidential 
rule  that  has  become  a  threat  to  constitutional  govern- 
ment,

ATRIP 
IN  ITSELF

Once  again,  the  music 
world  is  asked  to  revise 
its  opinion  of  Grateful  Dead. 
If  you're  a  believer  that 
Grateful  Dead's  music  is 
of  no  aestetic  value  or  ap- 
peal, this  album  blows  holes 
the  size  of  the  center  of 
a  45  rpm  record  in  your 
theory.  This  is  the  best 
record  I  have  come  across 
in  many  moons. 

This  album  blends 
Jerry  Garcia's  brilliant  lin- 
gering steel  guitar  and  raspy 
vocals  with  the  talent  and 
unity  of  the  group asawhole. 
Ace  Weir's  cleartenorvoice 
and  generally  good  harmon- 
izing combine  for  some  very 
interesting  compositions. 

Songs  are  composed  by 
Jerry  Garcia  mainly,  but 
Weir  does  compose  some, 
with  the  help  of  Bob  Hun- 
ter, the  writer  for  New  Rid- 
ers. New  member  Keith 
Godchaux  has  provided  some 
good  piano  playing  and  also 
adds  his  own  composition, 
which  is  a  good  change  of 
pace  from  the  average  Dead 
song.  His  "Let  me  Sing 
Your  Blues  Away"  is  a  very 
good  cut,  and  his  vocals  are 
unique. 

There  are  two  big  sur- 
prises on  this  records  Fir** 
6! -aVrr  mere  are  no  eter- 
nally long  instrumentals. 
Not  even  Dead  Freaks  miss 
these.  Some  of  their  past 
records  have  had  cuts  like 
"Good  Morning  Little  School 
Girl"  and  "Morning  Dew" 
that  are  so  long  you  can  put 
them  on  your  turntable  when 
you  go  on  vacation  to  make 
it  look  like  someone  is  home. 
And  it  will  still  be  playing 
when  you  get  back. 

The  second  surprise 
is  that  in  place  of  the  boring 
instrumentals  is  a  very  good 
brass  section.  Most  not- 
icable  on  side  two,  the  brass 
is  reminiscent  of  Stevie  Win- 
wood's  Traffic.  There  is 
a  very  fine  sax  solo  also. 
In  many  ways  this  al- 
bum is  comparable  to  the 
Beatle's  "Abbey  Road." 
Side  one  of  both  albums  are 
comprised  of  relatively 
short  and  "single-ish"  mat- 
eral.  The  reason  you  won't 
hear  it  on  AM  radio  is  that 
Dead  does  not  release 
singles.  This  side  is  light 
and  easy  to  listen  to. 

Side  two  is  immediate- 
ly very  similar  to  side  two 
of  "Abbey  Road."  "Here 
Comes  Sunshine"  is  unmis- 
takable in  its  similarity  to 
the  Beatle's  "Sinking."  The 
paralles  do  not  end  there. 
Both  Dead's  and  Beatle's 
side  two  are  very  smooth, 
relaxing  music,  very  uni- 
fied towards  the  goal  of  set- 
ting one  at  ease.  Much  of 
the  material  leads  into  other 
songs  with  out  the  "dead 
air"  usually  obvious  between 
cuts.  H  is  more  like  one 
complete  composition,  often 
changing  tempo  and  melodic 
structure,  without  upsetting 
the  unity  of  the  piece. 

In  all,  this  album  is 
a  very  enjoyable  piece  of 
music,  and  very  worth- 
while. Before  you  -decide 
Grateful  Dead  does  not  pro- 
duce your  kind  of  music 
you  must  listen  to  "Wake 
of  The  Flood."  I  think 
you'll  change  your  mind. 


Peter  Bogdnovich's 
latest  film,  PAPER  MOON, 
stars  Ryan  O'Neil  and  his 
ten  -  year  old  daughter, 
Tatum,  who  steals  the  en- 
tire show  away  from  her 
less  qualified  father. 

The       title,      PAPER 
MOON,  reflects  the  idea  of 
illusion  and  unreality  which 
applies  to  the  entire  film. 
Moze      (Ryan   ©"Neil)     and 
Addie  (Tatum)  take  us  half- 
way across  bootleg  America 
as  orphan  and  con-man  with 
their    humorous   misadven- 
tures and  unearned  fortunes. 
We  view  the  film  with  the 
willing    suspension   of  dis- 
belief and  willingly  escape 
into  their  world  of  illusion. 
In    Bogdnovich's   last  film, 
LAST  PICTURE  SHOW,  we 
were  subjected  to  the  stark 
reality    of  life  which  pro- 
duced depression  and  some- 
times  pure  disgust  in  the 
viewer.      PAPER  MOON  is 
a  refreshing  "love  story" 
between  man  and  child  which 
is  enjoyable  and  fulfilling. 
Tatum   has  made  her 
film    debut    here    in  which 
she  promises  to  be  an  ac- 
complished  young  actress. 
Addie    is    a    tough- minded, 
independent    nine  -  year  old 
brat  who  Tatum  makes  us 
fall    in   love  with  from  be- 
ginning to   end.     Our  sym- 
pathy  is   aroused  when  we 
first  encounter  her  as  the 
abandoned  orphan.     For  the 
first   five   minutes    she  has 
no    lines   and  we    can   only 
pity   her  by  thinking  of  the 
thoughts  going  through  her 
mind.     In     the  mean  time 
Moze    has    done   enough  to 
make  us  angry  at  his  treat- 
ment of  the   little  girl,  so 
that  when   she  finally  does 
speak  in  her  lound,  unfem- 
inine  tone,  we  sit  and  cheer 
for  her  spunk  and   self-a- 
wareness.  It  is  actually  re- 
freshing to  see  an  Addie  on 
the    film   in  contrast  to  the 
wholesome,       all- American 
Shirley  Temples. 

Ryan  O'Neil  has  tro- 
uble convincing  us  at  first 
that  he  is  an  actual  con-man 
of  the  1930's.  We  are  given 
the  impression  that  he  is 
reading  his  cue  cards  as  he 
did  through    out    LOVE 

STORY.  Fortunately,  this 
disaster  is  not  repeated.  As 
soon  as  orphan  and  con-man 
hit  the  road  he  seems  to 
have  grasped  hold  of  the 
character  of  Moze  and  plays 
it  out  convincingly  enough  to 
the  end. 

I  recommend  this  film 
to  anyone  who  enoys  a  re- 
freshing, new  type  of  film 
in  which  you  can  get  in- 
volved in  the  world  of  the 
uncanny.  I  feel  as  though 
it  is  one  of  the  better  films 
produced  for  a  long  time 
and  can  honestly  say  that 
I  enjoyed   it  to  the  utmost.

If  ordinary  everyday 
life  is  too  hard  to  cut,  es- 
cape to  A  SEPARATE  REAL- 
ITY by  anthropogist  Carlos 
Castaneda.  Carlos  followed 
a  regimenof mind-expanding 
experiences  initiated  by  Don 
Juan  a  Yaqui  Indian.  Don 
Juan  was  a  "brujo",  who 
introduced  a  new  side  of 
reality  with  the  aid  of  sev- 
eral magic  plants,  eg.,  jim- 
sonweed,  peyote,  and  mush- 
rooms. 

This  book  introduces 
us  to  a  part  of  our  reality 
which  we  are  not  aware  of, 
Don  Juan  prescribed  spend- 
ing time  in  states  of  con- 
sciousness, other  than  the 
ordinary  waking  state.  Al- 
tered states  of  conscious- 
ness, according  to  Don  Juan, 
were  doors  to  ways  of  using 
the  mind  that  are  betterthan 
the  most  of  us  follow  most 
of  the  time.  Carlos  learned 
this  way  of  existence,  th- 
rough sessions  with  Don 
Juan. 

Not  only  is  the  way 
prescribed  by  Juan  inter- 
esting, the  manner  in  which 
the  book  is  structured  also 
adds  up  to  interesting  read- 
ing. Carlos,  by  means  of 
a  reportage,  communicated 
the  drama  and  directness  of 
the  field  situation.  Each 
session  described  was  ended 
on  an  abrupt  note.  This 
literary  device  contributed 
to  a  dramatic  tone.  Carlos, 
as  the  perceiver,  recorded 
what  he  perceived,  and  en- 
deavored to  suspend  his  own 
judgement.  Thus,  Carlos' 
narrative  skills  were  ex- 
posed. The  book  is  believe- 
able;  a  logical  chain  of  events 
took  place.  Carlos  exposed 
drugs  as  tools.  He  exposed 
a  reality  other  than  the  real- 
ity that  predominates  inmost 
of  the  institutions  of  our 
society.  Because  we  are 
conditioned  by  it,  we  do  not 
suspect  the  existence  of  an- 
other way  of  interpreting  our 
perception  of  the  world  a- 
round  us.  Carlos  showed  us 
how  to  uncondition  society.

TEMPERATURES  RISING 


The  previous  articles  in  this  series  dealt  with  the 
views  of  two  residents  of  the  Seabrook-Hampton,  n.H.

This  last  article  offers  possible 
safeguards  and  alternatives  to  nuclear  fission  as  a  source 
of  energy. 

The  following  safeguards  are  alternatives  to  dump- 
lng  heated  waste  water  from  nuclear  power  plants  back 
Into  the  environment.  They  are  processes  which  involve 
the  cooling  of  the  heated  water  to  a  temperature  which  Is 
compatible  with  that  of  the  outside  environment.  Even 
though  some  of  the  problems  caused  by  nuclear  power  can 
be  alleviated  by  the  establishment  of  these  safeguards; 
by  no  means  do  they  solve  all  the  problems  which  must 
be  dealt  with,  such  as  contamination,  leakage,  and  Inef- 
ficiency. In  some  instances,  these  safeguards  may  les- 
sen the  burden  in  one  problem  area,  only  to  create  a 
bigger  problem  in  another. 

SAFEGUARDS 

One  process  which  enables  heated  waste  water  to 
become  compatible  with  the  cooler  waters  of  the  out- 
side environment  involves  cooling  towers.  There  are 
two  types  of  cooling  towers,  but  both  types  can  be  de- 
scribed as  being  hollow  structures,  300  to  500  feet  In 
height,   with   outwardly  sloping  sides,   and  an  open  top. 

In  the  most  commonly  used  tower  -  the  evapor- 
ative or  wet  cooling  tower  -  the  heated  water  from  the 
power  plant,  enters  Into  the  mid-section  of  the  tower, 
where  the  water  drops  through  a  series  of  slats  and 
then  cools.  The  water  is  then  collected  at  the  bottom 
of  the  tower  and  is  recirculated  to  the  plant's  condenser. 

A  more  efficient,  and  more  expensive  (hence  less 
used)  type  of  cooling  tower  is  the  non-evaporative,  clo- 
sed-circulating dry  tower,  m  this  type  of  tower,  the  heated 
water  flows  through  air-cooled  radiators,  which  are  cool- 
ed by  either  natural  draft  or  by  mechanical  fans  powered 
by  the  plant. 

In  addition  to  the  two  types  of  cooling  towers,  there 
Is  another  safeguarding  device  known  as  an  artificial 
cooling  lake.  This  set-up  provides  a  steady  flow  of  incom- 
ing water  from  a  naturally  enclosed,  or  man-made  lake  or 
reservoir,  thereby  safeguarding  against  the  thermal  pollut- 
ion of  surrounding  aquatic  ecosystems.  After  the  water 
Is  used  for  cooling,  it  is  dumped  back  into  this  enclosed 
water  system,  where  Its  heat  is  given  up  through  radiat- 
lonal  and  convectional  cooling. 

PROBLEMS 

One  might  be  willing  to  allow  the  construction  of 
more  nuclear  power  plants  after  he  has  been  informed 
of  these  existing  safeguards.  However,  when  one  real- 
izes how  much  these  safdguards  cost  -  with  the  consumer 
paying  the  bill  -  it  is  almost  certain  that  he  will  quickly 
change  his  mind.  Not  only  are  these  safeguards  costly 
-  anywhere  from  $7,000,000  to  $27,000,000  per  million 
kw.  -  but  they  are  also,  in  some  ways,  inefficient. 

In  the  case  of  the  evaporative  or  wet  cooling  tower, 
the  daily  percentage  of  evaporation  loss  adds  up  quickly, 
thereby  causing  the  need  for  additional  fresh  water  intake 
In  order  to  compensate  for  the  loss.  This  type  of  tower 
can  also  cause  abnormalities  In  weather,  such  as  high 
rainfall,  pea-soup  fogs,  and  even  heavy  sleet  when  the 
weather  turns  cold  -  conditions  which  people  who  make 
their  living  at  sea  can  do  without.  Those  who  may  be 
skeptical  of  the  possibility  that  cooling  towers  might  dis- 
rupt normal  weather  conditions  are  offered  the  following 
case  In  point;  Ithas  been  estimatedby  scientists  in  Vermont 
that  during  the  month  of  April  '73.  rainfall  in  Vernon  vt? 
was  76%  higher  than  normal,  due  to  the  evaporation  of 
7000  gallons  of  water  per  minute  from  the  towers  located 
there. 

This  evaporative  tower  can  also  cause  destruction 
of  vegetation  over  a  distance  of  many  miles  when  salt 
water  is  used  for  cooling  instead  of  fresh  water.  Recently 
the  Florida  Power  and  Light  Company  of  Eflscayne  was 
prevented  from  building  any  cooling  towers  or  coollne 
akes  because  of  the  effect  of  the  salt  water  spray  on 
trees,  plants  and  animal  life  In  the  area. 

With  respect  to  the  non- evaporative,  closed-circul- 
ating tower  -  one  might  be  forced  to  accept  this  safe- 
guard In  that,  from  an  environmental  standpoint,  it  can 
be  considered  the  lesser  of  three  evils.  This  type  of  to- 
wer offers  the  complete  elimination  of  thermal  pollution 
and  the  reduction  in  water  loss  due  to  evaporation.  There 
would  also  be  the  advantage  of  being  able  to  build  nuclear 
power  plants  in  areas  where  water  supplies  are  limited. 
The  problem  with  this  type  of  tower  Is  that  it  Is  expens- 
ive, and  it  does  not  eliminate  evaporation. 

The  last  possible  safeguard  -  the  artificial  cooling 
lake  -  also  has  a  set  back  in  that  It  likewise  contributes 
to    the    problems    of   heavy    rain,   fog,   and  heavy  sleet.

„1,1„HNU»ear  P°Wer  ls  not  M  Mb  a  ,allure  as  It  may 
sound,  it  can  conserve  our  irreplaceable  fossil  fuels 
reduce  certain  types  of  atmospheric  pollution,  and  pro- 
vide a  virtually  inexhaustible  supply  of  cheap  energy, 
but  it  can  not  do  so  in  the  form  that  the  power  supply 
companies  are  now  offering  to  the  public,  m  its  present 
form  with  all  Its  inefficlences,  nuclear  power  will  only 
create  more  problems  than  It  will  solve.  We  should  there- 
fore not  be  as  quick  to  accept  the  supplier's  proposals 
SLh  5V»re  *£  °ffer  them*  More  "search  is  definitely 
needed  into  other  methods  and  processes  of  harnessing 
power  before  more  nuclear  power  plants  are  built.  The 
money  saved  by  not  building  more  plants  could  go  into 
i"se5(h  tort  and  would  help  bring  about  an  end 
product  that  much  sooner.  Because  nuclear  fission  is 
not  our  last  resort  for  a  future  power  source,  we  should 
step  up  the  harnessing  of  other  power  sources,  such  as- 
tidal   energy,   wind  energy,  solar  energy,  geothermal  en- 


ergy and  shale  oil.  According  to  the  power  companies, 
the  methods  of  processing  the  sources  of  energy  mention- 
ed, are  not  yet  ready  for  efficient  use,  and  are  therefore 
still  in  their  experimental  stages.  If  this  reasoning  Is  true, 
then  one  may  wonder  why  nuclear  power  plants  are  popping 
up,  when  they  too  are  still  In  their  experimental  stages. 
It  would  seem  to  be  of  the  utmost  necessity,  for  con- 
sumers and  power  companies  alike,  to  insure  the  develop- 
ment of  a  power  source/sources  which  will  be  mutually 
agreeable  with  each  other  and  their  environment.  However, 
If  it  does  become  necessary  to  build  more  nuclear  power 
plants  (In  their  present  form),  all  factors  should  be  con- 
sidered before  a  site  Is  chosen,  such  as:  locale,  water 
distribution  (including  tides  and  currents),  rate  of  heat 
dissipation,  surface  and  bottom  profiles  of  temperature 
and  oxygen  levels,  water  quality  and  population,  along  with 
possible  economic  and  ecological  affects. 

RESOLUTIONS 

It  would  not  be  right  to  place  the  entire  blame  noon 
the  backs  of  the  power  companies.  After  all,  It  is  partially 
the  fault  of  the  consumer,  it  would  seem  that  the  consumer 
expects  the  power  companies  to  supply  him  with  more  and 
more  power  to  operate  such  "needed  appliances"  as  elect- 
ric shoe  shiners,  electric  toothbrushes,  and  electric  air 
conditioners,  without  forcing  the  power  companies  to  build 
more  power  plants. 

It  would  therefore  seem  appropriate  for  the  consum- 
er to  consider  a  question  which  Is  in  dire  need  of  an 
answer,  "what  should  be  the  quality  of  life?"  To  an- 
wer  this  question,  man  will  find  that  he  will  be  making 
a  lot  of  compromises  with  his  environment.  Man  will 
also  find  that  to  answer  the  question  concerning  "qual- 
ity" he  will  have  to  establish  an  ecological  or  an  environ- 
mental ethic.  This  ethic,  whatever  itmayturnout  to  be.  may 
provide  the  ecological  guidelines  which  man  canuseto  help 
keep  his  environment  the  way  it  was  meant  to  be.  We  just 
may  find  out  that  it  was  for  the  lack  of  this  ethic,  that  man 
has  allowed  his  technological  advances  to  overshadow  his 
ecological  values.

The  Governor's 
Answer  Column 


Question:  Obviously,  you  feel  Route  52  1s  necessary, 
but  Is  it  really?  Do  you  know  how  many  people  are  being 
thrown  out  of  their  homes?  I  don't  see  how  you  can  condone 
such  an  act.  Margaret  McGrath,  Fltchburg  state. 

Answer;  Worcester  county  has  waited  a  long  time 
for  its  north-south  highway,  Route  52.  This  highway  will 
be  central  New  England's  major  north~south  transporta- 
tion link,  providing  the  region  with  a  fast,  safe,  and  ef- 
ficient route  for  urban,  regional,  and  state  development. 

This  is  not  a  project  which  the  state  has  forced 
upon  the  area.  The  Worcester  county  delegation  to  the 
General  court  has  worked  In  actively  supporting  Route 
52.  The  central  Massachusetts  Regional  planning  com- 
mission and  the  Montachusett  Regional  planning  com- 
mission played  a  vital  role  in  the  review  of  alternative 
routes  for  the  highway  as  weU  as  having  a  no-build  op- 
tion, in  February,  the  Worcester  city  Council  passed  a 
resolution  urging  the  construction  of  Route  52  without  de- 
lay. In  fact,  local  officials  and  citizens  all  along  the  high- 
way's path  have  given  the  project  enthusiastic  and  nearly 
unanimous  support. 

The  present  route  of  the  highway  will  force  the  re- 
location of  41  fewer  homes  than  the  route  originally 
favored  by  the  Department  of  public  works,  and  fewer 
farms  as  well. 

Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs  Foster  created 
a  task  force  to  review  the  environmental  impact  of  the 
proposed  Route  52.  The  recommendations  of  this  task 
force  envision  a  linear  park  from  Worcester  to  Leomin- 
ster. Every  effort  will  be  made  to  develop  open  spaces 
along  the  route.  This  would  reinforce  the  region's  overall 
rural  character. 

There  will  of  course  be  constant  communication  and 
cooperation  between  the  state's  environmental  and  trans- 
portation agencies,  as  well  as  between  state,  regional, 
and  local  agencies. 

I  appreciate  your  concern  in  this  matter.  But  I  feel 
that  Route  52,  when  completed,  should  benefit  both  the 
economy  and  the  environment  of  Worcester  county. 

Question:  What  are  your  views  on  capital  punish- 
ment and  do  you  intend  to  support  the  bill  to  re-estab- 
lish it  In  this  state?    Mary  A.  McCarthy,  Fltchburg  state. 

Answer:  I  have  not  seen  any  evidence  that  shows 
that  the  death  penalty  works  as  an  effective  deterrent 
against  violent  crimes.  In  fact,  when  a  criminal  has 
committed  a  crime  which  he  knows  will  bring  him  the 
death  penalty,  or,  at  the  very  least,  life  Imprisonment, 
he  may  very  well  be  more  prone  to  follow  through  on 
violent  crimes  against  individuals  as  well  as  entertain 
a  more  vigorous  defense  of  his  own  personal  safety  If 
he    knows    the    alternative    (If  he    is    captured)  is  death. 

I  understand  that  the  legislature  is  presently  con- 
sidering a  bill  which  would  re-establish  the  death  pen- 
alty in  Massachusetts.  I  will  have  a  more  definitive 
statement  to  make  when  the  bill  reaches  my  desk  in 
final  form. 

Question:  The  roads  in  Massachusetts  are  In  un- 
believable condition,  possibly  the  worst  in  the  country. 
Is  anything  being  done  about  this?  paul  cross,  Fltchburg 
State. 

Answer:  we  in  the  Commonwealth  have  28,000  miles 
of  roads.  2800  of  these  are  state  roads  which  are  directly 
controlled  by  the  Department  of  public  works.  The  state 
annually  spends  approximately  $25  million  on  these  roads 
for  construction,  maintenance  and  repairs.  The  remain- 
der of  the  roads  in  the  state  are  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  city,  town  or  country  in  which  they  are  located. 
It  ls  up  to  the  citizens  of  a  municipality  to  report  dis- 
satisfaction with  their  roads.  Each  city,  town  and  county 
receives  annual  appropriations  from  the  state  budget  to 
maintain  their  roads.  There  are  also  programs  through 
which  the  Commonwealth  will  pay  50%  of  city  and  town 
and  25%  of  county  road  repair  projects. 

Question:  Will  the  taxes  of  '74  be  any  higher  than 
last  year?  peter  Browning,  Fltchburg  state. 

Answer:  I  have  and  continue  to  be  committed  to  a 
no  tax  policy  for  1974.  in  the  past  six  to  eight  years  the 
budget  has  increased  at  a  rate  of  15  to  20%  each  year.  This 
year  I  submitted  a  budget  which  called  for  only  a  2% 
increase.  This  budget  submission  was  tied  in  with  my 
plan  for  the  Reorganization  of  state  government,  a  more 
efficient  management  of  the  state  budget  and  did  not  re- 
quire an  increase  of  the  state  budget  and  did  not  require 
an  Increase  in  taxes  in  1974.  And  It  was  felt  that  no  tax 
Increases  would  be  required  for  the  forseeable  future. 
However,  the  Legislature  did  not  act  on  the  Reorg- 
anization proposals  that  I  submitted  this  year  to  modern- 
ize stae  government  and  eliminate  150  boards  and  2,000 
unneeded  jobs.  I  stated  at  the  time  that  the  Reorganization 
plans  were  not  chiseled  in  stone,  and  that  I  would  welcome 
legislative  input  and  amendments.  The  Legislature  has  not 
even  made  these  amendments. 

instead,  the  Legislature  has  passed  its  own  1974 
budget  The  state,  by  law,  is  required  to  pay  its  bills. 
And  the  Legislature  deleted  this  item  from  the  budget 
that  it  proposed,  it  excluded  payments  for  vendors,  old 
age  assistance,  invalids,  pharmacists,  ambulance  ser- 
vices, the  mentally  III  and  others  requiring  special 
services.  Consequently,  I  have  been  required  to  submit 
supplementary  and  deficiency  budgets  this  year.  I  did  this 
with  great  reluctance  because  the  Reorganization  budget 
would  not  have  called  for  the  submission  of  any  additional 
budgets  for  expenditures  during  the  current  year. 

If  the  Legislature  had  acted  in  a  more  respon- 
sible manner  regarding  Reorganization,  the  no  tax  strat- 
egy would  have  been  implemented.
